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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

1. This action is in response to amendment filed on August 17, 2006. Claims 42-72 are 
pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I. Claims 42, 52, 62, 43, 53, 67 and 72 disclose a request to initiate contact; 

II. Claims 42, 52, 62, 44, 51, 54 and 65 disclose different telephone networks; 

III. Claims 42, 52, 62, 45, 47, 55, 57, 58 and 68 disclose displaying summary 
indicators; 

IV. Claims 42, 52, 62, 46, 56, 64 disclose different instant messaging networks; 

V. Claims 42, 52, 62, 48 and 69 disclose the group of persons form a sales staff; 

VI. Claims 42, 52, 62, 49, 59 and 66 disclose a single icon indicator; 

VII. Claims 42, 52, 62, 50, 60, 61, 70 and 71 disclose an indicator displayed on a 
wireless phone; and 

VIII. Claims 42, 52, 62 and 63 disclose a presence detection engine. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 42, 52 and 62 are generic. 

4. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the
